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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to Amendment filed June 22, 2004. All applicant's arguments 
have been considered. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Amendment, filed June 22, 2004, with respect to claims 17, 
34 and 50 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 17-51 has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 17-63 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 17, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest an optical component 
with low reflectance for light between 180 nm and 370 nm in wavelength have a substrate with a 
multilayer system stacked on the substrate with the second layer from the substrate having an 
optical thickness of less than 0.332., wherein X is the working wavelength, and none of the layer 
having an geometrical thickness of more than about 0.5X. 
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Regarding claim 34, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest an optical component 
with low reflectance for light between 1 80 nm and 370 nm in wavelength have a substrate with 
multilayer system stacked on the substrate with the second layer from the substrate having 
optical thickness of less than 0. U, wherein X is the working wavelength; the third layer has 
optical thickness of less than or equal to 0. \2X; and none of the layer having an geometrical 
thickness of more than about 0.35%. 

Regarding claim 50, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest an optical component 
with low reflectance for light between 1 80 nm and 370 nm in wavelength have a substrate with 
multilayer system stacked on the substrate with the second layer from the substrate having 
optical thickness of less than 0.33X, wherein X is the working wavelength, and none of the layer 
having an optical thickness of more than about 0.5X. 

The remaining claims depend from claims 17, 34 and 50 and are allowable for the same 
reasons.
